Mystery in Mrs, Teagle’s Attempt to 
Kill Herself---Husband a Stand- 
ard Oil Magnate. 





PASADENA, Cal., July 16.—Mrs. Edith M. Teagle, wife of Wal- 
ter ©. Teagle of Cleveland, O., an official of the Standard Oil 
Co., is reported to be dying in the Pasadena Hospital from a bullet 
wound, inflicted: by herself last night. 


Mrs. Teagle, who is about 30 years 
old, has resided in this city for about 
two years. While her nurse was in 
Los Angeles making arrangements for 
a trip to Cleveland, Mrs. Teagle shot 
herself through the head at her home 
and was found several hours afterward 
by the nurse when she returned, a re- 
volver clutched in her hand. 

Mrs. Teagle’s action is a mystery to 
her friends. Her husband, who has 


been in Europe for some time, was 
expected to land in New York today. 

Mrs. Teagle is the daughter of W. T. 
Murray of Cleveland, head of a steel 
corporation and prominent in financial 
circles. 

Mr. Teagle is a milliomaire and ‘his 
connection with the so-called Oj] 
Trust was brought to the front in At- 
torney General Hadley’s suit to oust 
the Standard from Missouri.

Sager Says es: Cr pagel 
Testimony of Witnesses 
Calls for Prosecution. 





Circuit Attorney Sager said Thursday 
he was convinced from reading the 
Post-Dispatch’s synopsis of the testl- 
mony before the Coroner's jury, which 
made an investigation of the death of 
Miss Anna M. Cox, who was crushed 
to death by a United Railways work- 
car at St. Louls avenue and Magnolia 
terrace, Tuesday, that criminal negli- 
gence on the part of United Railways 
employes was responsible for the young 
woman's death, and that prosecutions 
which might include even officers of 
the company were probable. 

“After reading in the Post-Dispatch 
published statements of witnesses,” said 
Mr. Sager, “I sent to the Coroner for 
a complete transcript of all the testi- 
mony. This I shall go over carefully. 

Depends on Testimony. 

“If, as it now appears, the testimony 
brings out that the car was running at 
a high rate of speed, far in excess of 
that permitted under the law, I shali 
institute a prosecution against the man 
actively in charge of the car, probably 
the motorman. He will be charged 
with manslaughter. 

“However, it seems, from what I 
have read, that the principal, cause of 
the car leaving the track was a defec- 
tive joining of rails. : 

“Tf that is correct and the rail had 
been in bad condition ‘for some con- 
siderable time, some officer of the com- 
pany is responsible for the company’s 
failure to repair it. We shall go into 
that matter carefully and you may rest 
assured that if the evidence gives us 
@ case this office will institute a prose- 
cution which may reach someone higher 
than a motorman. 

Hard te Get Evidence. 

“Of course, I realize the difficulty of 
procuring evidence in such case. We 
shall be compelled to show a guilty 
knowledge on the part of those in con- 
trol of the company’s affairs before 
Wwe can convict them of criminal negli- 
gence. However, it it is apparent the 
track has been in a dangerous con- 
dition for a long period of time the law 
may hold the officers of the company 
had knowledge or by exercising ordi- 
nary caution would have had knowl- 
edge of the dangerous condition of its 
tracks. 

“I have had some rather thrilling car 

rides myself lately. It is a notorious 
fact that the company pays no atten- 
tion to the speed regulations established 
_ by law. To a certain extent the public 
‘| is responsible for that. The public 
_ would not stand for cars creeping along 
| at eight miles an hour. 
_ “However, that has nothing to do with 
_ this case. If there is the evidence show- 
ing any employe, from motorman to 
| president, guiltv of the negligence which 
Caused that young woman's death, the 
_ person guilt will be prosecuted, no 
Matter who he may be.”

Widow Demands Inquest Into 
Mysterious Assault and 
Blames Her Sister. 


CLOTHING IS MISSING 








Injuries Received on Pleasure 
Trip Followed by Phone 
Inguiry. 


SUICIDE IS THREATENED 
Woman Screams When Told 
Her Friend for Eight 
Years Is Dead. 








Mystery surounds the death of 
Thomas Finn, merchant, at 1407 South 
Broadway. He lived with his wife and 
two children in a flat over the store. 
a.e had been married nine years, but 
for the last eight years he had dis- 


played much interest in Miss Minnie 
Meyers, the younger sister of his wife, 
according to the latter. __ 

Last Sunday afternoon he was with a 
woman in a beer garden in East St. 
Louis. Sunday at midnight he came 
home with his shirt and collar gone, 
his: mouth bruised, his front teeth 
loosened and blocd stains down the 
front of his coat and undershirt. 

Dying, Suffers in Silence. 

He refused to tell his wife how he 
was hurt. He lived until Wednesday 
morning, suffering agony from internal 
hemorrhages. He died at 3 a. m. 
Wednesday. 

He was conscious all the time be- 
tween Monday morning and the hour 
he died, but would wor tell how he had 
been hurt: His father, Thomas Finn of 
3351 Morganford road, and his mother 
tried to get him to tell how he was 
hurt, but he only shook bis head and 
refused to tell. 

Monday Miss Meyers called up Dr. 
Philip Schuck, 1420 South Broadway, and 
asked how Mr. Finn was getting along. 
Wednesday afternoon she called up on 
the telephone in Mr. Finn’s stire and 
asked how he was. She was told he 
was dead. The young man at the tele- 
phone heard her scream and she asked 
a second time if he were dead. 

“Oh, I shall kill myself,’’ she said. 

Dr. Shuck says Mr. Finn died from 
acute nephritis, an affection of the kid- 
neys, and that the injuries he received 
were not sufficient tro cause death, but 
might have hastened it. 

Dispute As To An Inquest. 

The widow believes her husband was 
attacked while with some woman, and 
she wishes an inquest held. Mr, and 
Mrs. Finn, father. end mother of the 
dead man, have so far persuaded her 
from having an inquest because of the 
notoriety it would é@ause. 

“We do not want a scandal in the 
family,’’? said Mr. and Mrs. Finn to tie 
Post-Dispatch. 


“I cannot help the scandal. I want 
the cause of my husband’s death 
known,” the wife said. 

“I feel that there was foul play,’ 
she added, “He would not tell me how 
he was. hurt. Isn't that strange? They 
tell me he might have fallen from a 
Street car. But if he were hurt that 
way, or by any kina of a fall, he wouid 
not cover it up. He would not tell it. 
And if he had been hurt that way he 
would not have come nome without his 
shirt and collar. He wore them when 
he went away Sunday afternoon at <= 
o'clock. He must have been beaten ter- 
ribly and kis shirt torn off. He suf- 
fered great pain. 

“And why did my sister call up the doc- 
tor and the store to ask how he was? 
She must have known about him getting 
hurt.”’ 

Widow Accuses Sister. 

Mrs. Finn says a year after she was 
married her husband began keeping 
company with her sister, Miss Meyers. 

When asked where Miss Meyers lived 
She said: “Oh, I wish I knew. I have 
been searching for her for eight years, 
but, although she has kept in touch 
with my husband all that time, I never 
have been able to locate her. 

The funeral of Mr. Finn will be held 
Friday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

Mr. Hemm had been doing: business 
with an old-fashioned money drawer 
under the counter long before he ever 
heard of Jeude and he scorned the in- 
novation. 

Cash Register Last Straw. 

Jeude was rot to be turned aside. 
He was so bent upon having a’ cash 
register that he ordered one on trial, 
thinking Hemm would fall in love 
with it when he saw it work. But 
Hemm could not abide the sight of 
the thing. He frowned upon it so 
steadily that Jeude finally gave in and 
set it aside. 

There had been incompatibility be- 
fore.

Hemm alleges that Jeude has as- 
signed to his father, Willfam Jeude, 
the half interest in the business 
which he bought from Hemm in Sep- 
tember, 1907;° for $3500: that Jeudeé 
has hurt the business by making mis- 
takes in compounding prescriptions, 
and that he has insulted: and made 
improper remarks to women custo- 
mers. é 
Both Still Run Store. 

Hemm says he wanted to arbitrate 
their differences but Jeutle would 
not. 

Jeude denies the allegations and 
says the cash register was the chief 
cause of discord. He declares he al- 
Ways has treated women customers 
with respect. As bearing upon 
Hemm’'s aspersions on his skill, he 
says Hemm was his instructor in col- 
lege and when he graduated gave him 
a letter commending his ability. 

Both Hemm and Jeude are still 
looking after the business under a

Doctor Declares She Was as 
Dead as She Ever 
Will Be.

Fhysician Startled by Result of 
Action Taken to Sat- 
isfy Family.

NEW BRITAIN, Conn., July 16.—‘‘She 


was as dead as she ever will be.” 
This declaration was made by Dr. 

Thomas Mulligan to the possibility of 

Mrs. Wm. McNulty of 127 Kelsey street 


having been only unconscious and not 
a wanderer on the otner side of the 
Styx for an hour on Saturday last. 
Just a shade less positive than Dr. Mul- 
ligan are Mrs. McNulty’s husband and 
daugiiter wlagele. 

“What Dr. Mulligan 
mother was true, every word of it,” 
declared Maggie McNulty. ‘She did 
not breathe and her heart did not move 
for an hour.” 

“Do you actually believe,’’ Miss Mc- 
Nulty was asked, “that your mother) 
was dead for an hour on Saturday af- 
ternoon last?’’ 

‘How am I to know? I belleved she 
was dead until the doctor restored her 
to consciousness. It was a trying hour, 
that’s all I can say.” 

Suspended Animation. 

An attempt was made to explain sus- 
pended animation to Miss McNulty and 
to draw from her a comparison of her 
mother’s condition with that of a per- 
son in whom life wags apparently at an 
end for a moment. it was of no use. 
Miss McNulty had never heard of sus- 
pended animation and seemed not at all 
interested in Learing about it. 

“I was in the room with my wife all 
the time with Dr. Mulligan,’’ said Mr. 
McNulty. ‘I helped him hold her head 
while he put on the electric battery. I 
believed she was dead. I don’t know 
what to make of it. The wife did not 
move or breathe all that time. You 
ask Dr. Mulligan what she said when 
she opened her eyes.”’ 

This is the story as Dr. Mulligan told 
it: 

‘“Saturady afternoon I was summon- 
ed to the McNulty home, I found Mrs. 
McNulty sitting in a chair in her room. 
Death was plainly there. There was 
no pulse, no. heart action. - lifted the 
eyelids and found the eyes set and 
dead. The lungs were still. It was no 
surprise to me to find Mrs. McNulty 
dead. I had told the family three 
weeks ago that her condition was such 
that they could expect her to go at any 
time. The glance I .took at her as I 
entered her room satisfied me that my 
prediction had come true. I have seen 
hundreds die and have been with them 
in their last moments. I know death 
when I see it”’ 

“Then, why, in

the face of this cer- 

tainty,’ interrupted the reporter,. ‘‘did 

you apply an electric battery?’ 
Wanted to Satisfy Relatives. 

“T have been attending the McNultys 
so long, and know the family so well, 
that I felt it would be a satisfaction to 
Maggie and her father to try to do 
something, so I applied the battery. I 
felt it was hopeless. The jaws had re- 
laxed and the fetid odor of death came 
out of the mouth. 

“The battery I used is an ordinary 
dry cell one, such as are in common use 
by physicians and in households. I put 
the current first to the extremities and 
after that worked it over the face and 
neck and touched the spinal column 
with it. Three-quarters of an “hour went 
on this way, the signs of death becom- 
ing more and more defined. Then there 
came a slight gasp. I ‘ook this for the 
escape of some air, which had remained 
in the lungs, or the expulsion of gas 
from the stomach. About five minutes 
later I observed the first sign of life. a 
twitching of the muscles in the neck. 
After that a gradual animation began. 
The muscles stirred and then tere was 
a flicker of the eyelids. We moved Mrs. 
McNulty to her bed and a faint, regular 
breathing began. Perhaps five minutes 
later she opened her eyes and then 
closed them. 

Comes to Life. 

“As soon as 1 observed the first sign 
of breathing I spoke to her sharply: 
Now, take a deep breath, I said. Breathe 
quickly; do you hear me? I _ kept 
Speaking to her In this way until her 
respiration became normal and she op- 
ened her eyes. 

“As the normal was reached, 
McNulty opened hé@r eves in a_e tired 
way and tears ran down her cheeks. 
‘Oh,’ she said, “I have been on a long 
journey, so long.’ ”’ 

“You are positive,doctor, that Mrs. Mc- 
Nulty was the first to speak? This sug 
gestion as to a journey or a long jour- 
ney did not come from you or some- 
body else In the room?” 

“Mrs McNulty was the first to speak,”’ 
answered Dr. Mulligan, testily, and con- 
tinued: “‘Nobody suggested anything to 
her. 

“"And did you meet 
knew?’

FORCED TO OBEY LAW 


Laclede Reports $4,069,184 
Gas Sales; Board Raises 
It to $4,307,402. 








After refusing to make a return of its 
sales of current when requested by the 
Board of License Revision, the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. has been 
forced to comply with the law and suf- 
fer the additional unpleasantness of 
having its figures nearly doubled by the 
Board. 


According to Its first return the Union 
company's stock on hand was valued at 
$1,079,482, and its sales of current for 
the last year were given at $2,452,928. 

The Board attempted to get informa- 
tion from the Union company so as 
to place a reasonable valuation on its 
stock and sales. This information was 
denied the Board. 

Increases Made by Board. 

‘The Board has increased the value of 
the stock on which the company will 
have to pay taxes to $2,133,088, or $935,- 
606 more than the company’s return, 
and the amount of its sales to $3,064,- 
078, or $601,150 above what the company’s 
officers swore they were. 

In 1907 the Union company returned 
as the value of its stock $964,920, and 
as the amount of its sales $2,112,442. 
Many persons believe, on account of 
the company’s many boastful circulars 
addressed to investors, that even the 
values fixed by the Board of License 
Revision are very much too small. 

Laclede's Figures Revised. 

In its returns to the Board the La- 
clede Gaslight Co. gave $4,069,184 as the 
amount of its sales of gas in the last 
12 months. This was raised by t.ze 
Board to  §$4,307,402—an increase of 
$238 218. 

The Board made no change in the val- 
uation which the company placed on 
its stock on hand. This was $1,224,330. 
In 1907 the Laclede Gaslight Co. paid 
license fees on stock valued at $1,206,- 
207 and on sales sworn to have been 
$3,945,587. 


MAJ, WALTER CARLIN DROPS 
DEAD FROM HEART DISEASE 


Jerseyville Citizen Had Recently 
Suffered Stroke of Apoplexy. | 


Maj. Walter Carlin, a brother of for- 
mer Gov. Thomas Carlin of Illinois and 
one of Jersoyville’s prominent citizens, 
dropped dead of organic heart disease as 
he #rose from bed Thursday. He was 
64 years old. ' 

Maj. Carlin suffered a stroke of para- 
lysis recently. He had been in poor 
health three years. He was a member 
of the G. A. R., having been First Lieu- 
tenant in the Thirty-elghth Illinois In-, 
fantry during the war. 

Mrs. Carlin and four daughters sur- 
vive him, The daughters are Mrs, Ralph 
Brandenburg of Peoria, Mrs. Paul M.: 
Hamilton and Misses Julia and Clara 
Carlin, all of Jerseyville.

F, W. Bussmeyer and W. F. 
Parker Have Success With 
Producer Gas. 


OTHERS EXPERIMENT 





C. A. Benoist Plans to Install 
Machine to Supply 
Lenox Place. 


P med 





To their own satisfaction, F. W. Buss- 
meyer and’ W. F. Parker of 2702 North 
Ninth street have solved the question 
of cheap electric light by their producer 
gas plant, 

Conde A. Benoist, 
Benotst Building, at Ninth and Pine 
streets, also is installing a producer 
gas electric plant to get away from 
the high rates of the Phoenix Heat. 
Light and Power Co., which is owned 
by the Laclede Gas Light Co. and gets 
its current from Union Electric. 

Mr. Benoist has become so _ inter- 
ested in the question of cheaper elec- 
tricity that he is talking of putting in 
a producer plant at his residence in 
Lenox place to illuminate the entire 
neighborhood. : 

Lenox place is a private street and he 
could string his wires across it with- 
out any trouble. Mr. Benoist’s electric 
light bills have been increased more 
than 100 per cent in the last year. 


Costs Same as Gas Facl, | 
Mr. Bussmeyer and Mr. Parker are 


producing electric light and power at 
the same cost that it can be produced 
with a gas engine using natural gas 
fuel at 20 cents a thousand cubic feet. 

From one pound of coal costing % of 
a cent, Mr. Bussmeyer and Mr. Parker 
are getting one-horsepower hour of cur- 
rent, which is sufficient to burn 12 or 
15 16-candlepower electric lights for one 
hour. On this basis they are producing 
electricity at between one-third and one- 
half cent a kilowatt hour. 

Several consumers, in order to avoid 
the high rates of Union Electric, have 
put in small gas-engine plants and are 
making electric light at from one-fourth 
to one-thi.. the cost of Union service. 
They are using Laclede gas at 80 and 60 
cents a thousand cubic feet. 

Mr. Bussmeyer and Mr. Parker first 
convert the coal into gas in the pro- 
ducer, and it is taken by suction into 
the gas, engine, which drives the electric 
generator. 


reat Energy Obtained, 
By means of the gas producer the 


greatest possible amount of heat energy 
is obtained from the coal. There is no 
smoke from the plant, very little heat, 
and a handy man {Is all that is required 
to run it. Two hours’ work a day is all 
that is needed. to operate the Bussmeyer 
20-horsepower plant all day. 

The plant has attracted so much at- 
tention in North St. Louis that Mr. 
Bussmeyer has to keep it running sev- 
eral hours overtime every night to show 
it to other consumers. 

Several persons in outlying districts 
of the city, not now served by any elec- 
tric company, are arranging to establish 
block system plants to furnish electric 
light. They expect to be able to supply 
light to consumers at one-half Union 
Electric rates. 

Charles Dettloff, a baker at 1564 South 
Broadway, was forced by the high rates 
of Union Electric and Laclede ’Gas to 
resort to acetylene gas. Mr. Dettloff's 
électric light and gas bills were running 
as high as $35 a month. He found that 
he either had to get cheaper light or go 
eut of business. He now is making his 
light for $15 a month and saving from 
$15 to $20 a month, 


Forced to Use Acetylene, 
‘“T think I was very badly treated by 


the lighting companies,” said Mr. Det- 
loff. “My electric light bills ran so 
high that I was forced to use gas part 
of the time to try to cut them down. I 
was not able to accomplish anything in 
the way of reducing by bilis by burning 
gas, and so I finally decided to declare 
my own independence by using acety- 
lene. 

“The acetylene plant is very little 
trouble. I reached the point where I 
was willing to put up with any kind of 
trouble to get away from the lighting 
companies. I think the city should take 
the Hghting companies in hand and reg- 
ulate them rigidly. ¢ 

“I do not know what I would have 

dene if I had been forced to continue 
using gas and electricity at the high 
rates that now prevail. Although I had 
no contract with the Union Electric, 
having bought the placa from a man 
who had, I paid the company the mini- 
mum for several months after I put in 
my acetylene gas and ceased using elec- 
tricity. 
“T felt that the company had no right 
to the money, but it kept sending the 
bills regularly. I paid, I think it waa, 
$17 for nothing.”

FAIL TO SUGGEST 
MEN TO. ACT AS 


ELECTION JUDGES; 





Civic Organizations Pay Little 
Heed to the Request of 
Commissioners. 





No success has attended the efforts of 
the Board of Election Commissioners to 
induce the civic organizations of St. 
Louis to suggest suitable names from 
their membership lists as election judges 
and clerks. Letters making this request 
were sent to 61 organizations by the 
board’s secretary, John Elisperman, 
July 1, and tha.Board has just as many 
names of eligible election officials now 
as it had then. 

A few of the organizations addressed 
came near complying with the request. 
The Real Estate Exchange, through its 
secretary, Gerald B. O'Reilly, replied 
that it would send some names “in a 
few days.” Apparently they have not 
yet elapsed. 

Many Excuses Offered. 

Secretary J. H. Sommerich of the 
North St. Louis Business Men’s Associa- 
tion said he would be willing to serve 
himself, but that he could not suggest 
other names. J. F. O. Reller, an/offi- 
cer of the same association, said he fa- 
vored complying with the request, but 
that a Mr. Bergstrom of the Third 
Ward objected because the association 
was not organized for political purposes. 
Reller added that he wowd individually 
suggest some names later. 

James E. Smith, president of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, said the matter 
would be acted on when Secretary Saun- 
ders returned. On his return, Saunders 
wrote Ellsperman that the Executive 
Committee will not meet for some time, 
but that he (Saunders) felt that it would 
merely say in reply that it had the full- 
est confidence in the ability of the pres- 
ent Board to.select proper judges and 
clerks. 

Secretary Fesler of the Civic League 
laid the matter before the executive 
board of that organization and then 
wrote Ellsperman that the board can- 
not comply with the request. Among 
the reasons he gives is that the mem- 
bers of the league are scattered through 
every section of the city and the board 
is not well enough acquainted with the 
personnel of the membership to make 
selections. Another reason given is 
that the league “makes no effort to 
learn the political belief of its mem- 
bers."” It also expresses confidence in 
the board's selections. 

The Joint Medical Council, through 
Dr. John Green Jr., secretary, and the 
Shaw's Garden District Improvement 
Association, through J. W. Skelly, sec- 
retary, specifically declined to comply. 
Other organizations, including the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, did not answer the 
letter.

at Retail Are Unus- 
ually High. 








Two hundred per cent profit! 

Reads like one of Bonanza Bill's gold- 
dregding advettisements, doesn’t it? 
But it isn’t. It concerng nothing more 
romantic than. corner grocery or 
the meat market, and the profits are 
taken from St. Louis housewives, as 
shown by an investigation of prevailing 
prices charged by dealers in fruits and 
vegetables here. 

That these dealers make from 7 to 
200 per ¢ent on their investment, is 
shown by comparison of the prices at 
which cantaloupes, vegetables and fruits 
suitable for canning are sold by the 
wholesale dealers and those at which 
they are retailed. : 

The result is that canning or preserv- 
ing fruits and vegetables is out of the 
question for the family of moderate 
means. 


‘Although grocers can buy cantaloupes 
at $1.25 to $1.50 a crate containing from 
45 to 64 cantaloupes—an average of 2% 
to 3 cents each—they do not sell them at 
6 cents each, which would allow an: ex- 
cellent profit, but charge from 6 to 12% 
cents. 

If your grocer selis you one of these 
cantaloupes at 12% cents he makes about 
400 per cent profit. 


Peaches Cheap at Wholesale. 


Although the market has been flooded 
this summer with splendid peaches, 
which sold at wholesale at such low 
prices as to allow the growers little or 
no profit,‘the retail prices on peaches 
have been but little lower than usual. 

Peaches sell wholesale at $1.25: a 
bushel. They ought to retail at $1.50 
a bushel. Instead, $2 and $2.25 is asked. 

Joseph Fillo, a Union Market fruit 
and vegetable dealer, furnished the 
Post-Dispatch Thursday with.a scned- 
ule of prices prevalent there. The prices 
at grocreies in the residence district us- 
ually are higher. 

Commission men express surprise at 
the prices charged by dealers in some 
parts of the city for peaches, cante- 
loupes and oranges, in view of the 
wholesale prices. 

Spring chicken {is also being held at an 
unusually high figure by some retailers. 
Although the wholesale price is now 17% 
cents a pound, an instance was reported 
on Third street Wednesday where a re- 
tailer was charging the consumer 30 
cents a pound. 


Home Grown Peaches to Be Higher. 


“The ‘wholesale peach prices this year 
have been extremely low,’’ said F. W. 
Brockman, president of the Brockman 
Commission Co. “They have been fully 
25 per cent lower than last year. We 
have been selling retailers fancy free- 
stone Elberta peaches at $1.25 a bushe! 
and the consumer ought to be able to 
get them for $1.50 a bushel. We sell 
peaches wholesale at of) cents a crate, or 
15 cents a basket. They ought to sell re- 
tail at 20 cents a basket. 

“This is the time to put up peaches. 
They will never be as cheap again fhis 
season as they are now. The home- 
grown crop will be light and the prices 
higher than the crop that has been 
shipped in. 

“The local market has been overload- 
ed with the finest California cante- 
loupes, the best in the world. Yet they 
barely sold for enough to pay the 
freight on them. From $1.25 to $1.50 
per crate has been tne prevailing price 
here for weeks. The shippers will not 
send any more unless the price goes up 
to $2. 

Canteloupes Are Plentifual. 


“St. Louis has been getting its cante- 
loupes at an unprecedentedfy low price. 
There are from 45 to 64 canteloupes in 
a crate and they ought to sell retail! 
for 5 cents. The retailer could easily 
sell them at that rate and make money. 

“From now on the market will be 
higher. The Rocky Fords will come in 
August and they will sell wholesale 
probably fram $2 to. $2.50 a crate. Rut 
they will graw cheaper, I think, as their 
season progresses. 


“The berry crop was short-seasoned. 
This has been true of the strawberry 
and the raspberry, which were each 
two weeks short in their season. The 
blackberry season is now closing ahead 
of time. Blackberries are selling whole- 
sale at $1 to $1.2 a tray of 19 quarts. 
This ought to make the retail price 
from 12% to 15 cents a quart."’ 


“I find the price of fruits and veg- 
etables higher on an average this 
summer,” the proprietor of a Sixth 
Street restaurant told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “Vegetables cost me more 
gene they did last summer.” 

ne St. Louls houseke 
asked for an opinion, sald: te By 
“When sweet corn, which ought to 
be In season now ff it is ever to be. 
costs more than peaches, I would not 
call prices of praduce reasonabte 
would you? ; 

“Why, they have been asking five 
cents an ear for corn at the market,” 
she continued. “Sixty cents a dozen—., 
think of it! 

“And other prices are just as high. 
I thought I was lucky the Other day 
when I bought tomatoes at three for 





apiece for them, even in considerable 
quantities. 

“Berries are selling at prices that 
make fruit canning next to impos- 
sible, except for the well-to-do. All 
the blackberries that I have put up 
thus far have been bought at the rate 
of two stipgy boxes for 25 cents. Jam, 
preserves“ind jelly in our house next 
winter will be served only on state 
occasions. 


All veretables are high—far higher 
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than they ought to be or than they 
have been in the past few years. And 
with meats soaring, living on @ mod- 
erate income is becoming a serious 
problem.

He Devotes Much Time to 
Criticisms of Roosevelt’s 
Administration. 


CALLS TAFT FLATULENT 





Says He Is Fat and Would 
Rather Eat Canvasback 
Than Flash Sword.

MARSHALL, Mo., July 16—Before a 
great crowd composed largely of dele- 
gations from Jefferson City, Paris, 
Columbia, Mexico and Fayette Senator 
William J. Stone made the opening 


e speech here this afternoon in his cam- 


paign for re-election to the United 
States Senate. Business houses were 
decorated with flags and bunting while 
several bands of music helped to en- 
liven the occasion. 

Democratic leaders regard Saline 
County as a pivotal battle ground in 
the contest for United States Senator. 
Gov. Folk’s supporters claim it and the 
Stone men are equally confident in the 
prediction that Saline will go for their 
favorite by a vote of 2 to 1. 

Gov. Folk will speak here in Septem- 
ber. Comparatively few farmers among 
whom Folk counts his greatest strength 
attended today’s meeting. The Stone 
manegers explained that the agricul- 
tural community is busy cutting and 
threshing wheat. 

Another thing that warned the Stone 
contingent was the reported defection 
of County Judge John A. Rich, proba- 
bly the most influential Democrat in 
Saline County. 

Judge Rich confided to friends that he 
had decided to throw his strength in the 
senatorial fight to Folk. 

Old Fight Over Again, 

FRiobert L. Hains, former representa- 
tive from Saline and leader of the Dem- 
ocratic\. forces in the House of Repre-, 
sentatives at the 190% session, believes 
Folk will carry all this section by a 
substantial majority. : 

“Tt is the old fight of 1904 over again,” 
said Hains to a Post-Dispatch repdrter. 
“The men who fought Folk for Gover- 
nor are now the loudest Stone shouters. 
All of the leaders who were for Reed 
far Governor are against Folk in the 
| race. Folk defeated Reed 
overwhelmingly. Stone ought to be sti)! 
easier to beat.”’ 

Hains refused to wear a Stone badge 
today, although urged to do so simply 
as @& matter of courtesy to the Stone re- 
ception committee.

IN BREAD: 


BAKE "EM OUT 
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If Flour Contained Less Chemicals There Would 
Be More Happy Marriages, 
Wiley Says.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 16— 
Good bread would solve the American 
divorce problem, according to Dr. H. 
M. Wiley, head of the National Pure 
Food Commission, who addressed the 
American Biscuit Bakers’ Association 
at their annual convention here, 

“Give the American man good bread 
and you will make him a partisan of 
the home and fireside,” said the emi- 
nent originator of the ‘‘poison squad."’ 

“If the bakers make good bread and 
then educate the people to buy their 
wares,’’ he added, ‘‘the great destroyer 
of domestic felicity, dyspepsia, will be 
removed and we will hear no more of 
the divorce problem. 

“Wifey’s bread has been more the 


enemy of domestic felicity than any 
other one thing, and when this cause 
is removed we will find a good imita- 
tion of the Elysium in our kitchens. 
The trouble has been that lots of the 
bread in this country isn’t fit to eat. I 
don’t know whether you fellows made 
it or not, but I’m going to be frank 
with you and say that somebody’s in 
the wrong somewhere, and they’d bet- 
ter look out. 

“There's too much chemicalized flour 
used. I don’t see any reason why the 
color nature gave to flour is obiection- 
able.’’ 

The Pure Food Commissioner declared 
that the bleaching process by which 
much of the flour is treated is detri- 
mental to the wholesomeness of bread.

For heaven’s 
sake, won’t someone give me a chance! 
I tell you I am getting discouraged look- 
ing for work day after day and going 
home to my hungry children.” ‘ 
' “Abrunner’s neighbors say he is tem- 
perate and willing to work and that he 
is a Christian man, but he came from 
Austria only 12 years ago and he is 
slow to learn American ways and this 
hampers him in his search for work. 
The Provident Association has helped 
him, but he still is in want.

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THE TRULY GOOD SERVE THE TRULY BAD. : 

The history of progress in free government is 
a record of concession and compromise. Absolut- 
ism dictates. Freedom conefliates and it accepts 
many a half loaf. 

Men who stand on all their ata even the 
smallest, frequently lose everything. Nearly all 
great public achievements have been carried to 
success by men who knew how to yield in some 
things and who did not magnify non-essentials. 

St. Louis is deprived at this time of the services 
of a public service commission because certain 
over-righteous members of the City Council do 
not look upon the House of Delegates as a proper 
body to have representation upon such a board. 

A great deal is to be said in support of this 
view, but the fact remains that there will be no 
public service commission without the assent of 
the House, and there will be no remedial legisla- 
tion in the future without the concurrence of that 
branch of the Assembly. 

Over-righteousness, then, is only another phase 


‘lof obstruction and hostility to the measure itself, 


and it serves the purpose of the corporations as 
efficiently as anything that can be done by any- 
body in their interest. Members who are not in 
fact in sympathy with the monopolies which af- 
flict St. Louis should think of these thir,s. 

Councilman Fitzsimmons takes an enlightened 
view of the matter. He has not lost sight of 
the main object. Unable to get what he wanted, 
he has labored zealously to get what he could. 
If he cannot have an ideal commission, he will 
have a commission nevertheless. He and his asso- 
ciates do not ignore the practicalities in pursuit 
of the visionary, Above all, they are not in dan- 
ger of being classed as friends of the corporations 
rather than as friends of the people. 

We must deal with the public service monopo- 
lies with the instrumentalities now at hand. 
Members of the Council who await the millennium 
before taking action are serving Light and Power 
and Traction and Telephone more effectively than 
they are serving the people. 
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The point in the St. Louis laundry decision. ap- 
pears to be that a combination of “steam” laun- 
dries is not necessarily a monopoly, for there 
may be hand laundries, gasoline laundries and 
mule laundries, and so plenty of competition. We 
hear a great deal about contempt of court. A 
judgment of this kind comes pretty near being 
contempt of the trust busters. 

THE SOCIALISTIC PACK IN FULL CRY. 

To a great*many Democrats the expressions of 
hostility emanating from Populists and Socialists 
recently will have a familiar and an agreeable 
sound. It is a long time since Populism and So- 
cialism have uttered their candid opinon of 
Democracy. 

Applause from these sources accompanied the 
Democrats in 1896 and 1900, but, although to some 
it suggested votes and victory, it was highly dis- 
concerting to others. When men who ought to 
be fighting the Democrats tooth and nail rally to 
their standards and make more noise than any- 
body else, it suggests the idea that somebody is 
out of his element. 

Formerly Democrats regarded the wrath of 
Populists and Socialists as complimentary. A Re- 
publican attack upon them might hurt their feel- 
ings, but the assaults of the other elements were 
dismissed with a sneer. If the Democratic party 
had any excuse for existence, it was to antagonize 
Socialism. If all was quiet in Socialistic circles 
there was the bést possible proof that the Demo- 
crats were neglecting their duty. 

Mr. Bryan goes into action this year with Pop- 
ulists, Socialists and Independence Leaguers vo- 
ciferously assailing him and his party as of yore. 
Verbal brickbats are flying in every direction. 
Tom Watson,-Eugene Debs and William Hearst 
have lost confidence in the Democratic party and 
they will inflict all the damage they can upon 
it by questioning the motives and the policies of 
their old companion in arms from Nebraska. 

It is too early as yet to estimate the extent of 
this defection. The first effect of Populistic and 
Socialistic abuse of Mr. Bryan, however, is likely 
to be highly exhilarating to Democrats. The 
claims of a candidate who has brought this pack 
down upon him at the threshold of the campaign 
must be worth erapcnation.

Thirty Cents a Day.

You will get more in. boiled dinners for your 
money. Try this: Beef from the shoulder or neck, 
5c; put in large pot with plenty of water, with 
salt and pepper and onion to suit taste. Start to 
boll, then place over small burner on your gas stove, 
cover tight. At 3 p. m. add half of small cabbage 
and a few parsnips when you can get them. At 
5:30 add a few potatoes, then make biscuit dough 
without shortening, with some milk and soda and 
little cream of tartar or sweet milk or with water, 
salt and cream tartar; roll out thin as for biscuits, 
lay over the contents in the pot, boil quickly; the 
steam will keep your dumplings from being sinkers. 
When the dough is done, break into pieces in plates, 
remove vegetables and meat, thicken the broth a 
little, pour over the dumplings; you have a nice 
boiled dinner. With cold meat left over for lunch- 
eon, for 25 cents. Bean soup and baker beans; Beef, 
10c; salt pork, 5c; put to soak little over a pint of 
beans over night; boil a few minutes, put in cold 
water, rub the hulls off, put to boil with your meats, 
little salt and pepper, plenty of water, boil over 
small burner, cover tightly. At 6 p. m., strain out 
the beans, put into pan; slice the pork on top with 
little syrup and enough of the broth to cover, put 
in oven to bake slowiy; you should have enough 
soup for two and the beef with little cold beans left 
for luncbeon or sandwich. Boiled meats are far 
more healthful than fried, but it means attention 
from 12 to 6 o’clock. That means to stay at home 
all day, but it pays and your husband will be happy.

NE September I determined to 

O take a short trip after bison. At 
that time I was staying in a cow 

camp, a good many miles up the river 
from my ranch; there were then no cat- 
tle south of me, where there are now 
very many thousand head, and the buf- 
falo had been plentiful in the country 
for a couple of winters past, but the 
last of the herds had been destroyed 
or driven out six months before, and 
there were only a few stragglers left. 
It was one of my first hunting trips; 
previously I had shot with the rifle 
very little, and that only at deer or an- 
telope. 
I took as a companion one of my best 
men, named Ferris (a brother of the 
Ferris already mentioned); we rode a 
couple of ponies, not very good ones, 
and each carried hig roll of blankets and 
a very small store of food in a pack. be- 
hind the saddle. 
Leaving the cow camp early in the 
morning, we crossed the Little Missouri, 
and for the first 10 miles threaded our 
way through the narrow defiles and 
along the tortuous divides of a great 
tract of Bad Lands. * * * 
We rode up the ravine, carefully ex- 
amining the soil for nearly half an 
hour, however; finally, as we passed 
the mouth of the little side coulle, 
there was a plunge and crackle through 
the bushes at its head, and a shab- 
by-looking old bull bison galloped out 
of it, and, without an iInstant’s hesi- 
tation, plunged over a steep bank 
into a patch of rotten, broken ground 
which fell around the base of a high 
butte. ” 


So quickly did he disappear that we 
had not time to dismount and fire. 
Spurring our horses, we galloped up to 
the brink of the cliff down which he 
had plunged. It was remarkable that 
he should have gone down it unhurt. 
From where we stood we could see 
nothing; so getting our horses over the 
broken gtound as fast as possible, we 
ran to the butte and rode around it, only 
to see the buffalo come out of the 
broken land and climb up the side of 
another butte over a quarter of @ mile 
off 

In spite of his great weight and 
cumbersome, heavy-looking gait, he 
climbed up the steep mound with ease 
and even agility, and when he had 
reached the ridge stood and looked 
back at us for a moment; while so do- 
ing he held his head bigh up, and at 
that distance his great, shaggy mane 
and huge forequarter made him look 
like a lion. 

In another second he again turned 
away and made off, and, being evi- 
dently very shy and accustomed to 
being harrassed by hunters, must have 
traveled a long distance before stop- 
ping, for we followed his trail for some 
miles until ft got on such hard, dry 
ground that his hoofs did not leave a 
scrape in the sotl, and yet did not 


out on the great, broken prairies that 
lie far back of the river. * * * 

It was late in the afternoon before 
we saw any game; then we made out in 
the middle of.a large plain three black 
specks, which proved to be buffalo— 
old bulls. Our horses had come a good 
distance under a hot sun, and as they 
hadhad no water except from the 
mudhole in the morning they were in 
no condition for running. They were 
not very fast, anyhow; so, though the 
[ground was unfavorable, we made up 
our minds to try to creep up to the buf- 
falo. 

We left the ponies in a hollow half 
a mile from the game, and started off 
on our hands and knees, taking advan- 
tage of every sagebush as cover. After 
fawhile we had to lie flat on our bodies 
and wriggle like snakes; and while do- 
ing this I blundered into a bed of cac- 
tus and filled my hands with the spines, 

After taking advantage of every hol- 
low, hillock or sagebush, we  g0¢ 
within about 125 yards of where the 
three bulls were unconsciously feeding, 
and as all between was bare ground I 
drew up and fired. 

It was the first time I ever shot at a 
buffalo, and, confused by the bulk and 
shaggy hair of the beast, I aimed too 
far back at one that was standing near- 
ly broadside on toward me. The bullet 
told on his body with a loud crack, the 
dust flying up from his hide: but it did 
not work him any immediate harm, or 
in the least hinder him from making 
off; and away went all three, with their

my companion, better mounted, forged 
ahead, a little to one side. The bull 
saw him coming and swerved from his 
course, and by cutting across I was 
able to get nearly up to him. The 
grcund over which we were running was 
fearful, being broken into holes and 
ditches, separated by hillocks; in the 
dull light, and at the speed we were 
going, no attempt could be made to 
guide the horses, and the latter, fagged 
out by their exertions, floundered and 
pitched forward at every stride, hardly 
Keeping their legs. 

When up within twenty feet I fired my 
rifle, but the darkness, and especially 
the violent, labored motion of my pony, 
made me miss.

Scheff of Austria, of whom 
great things had been expected, was 
third in this event. 

It had been fully expected that Amer- 
ica would take all three prizes in the 
weight putting. Ralph Rose, Olympic 
Club, San Francisco; J. C. Garrells, 
Chicago A. A.; W. W. Coe Jr., Boston 
A. A.; Lee J. Talbot, Irish-American 
A. C.; Martin J. Sheridan, Irish-Amer- 
jean A. C.; M. F. Horr, Irish-American 
A. C., and W. G. Burroughs, Chicago 
A. A., the other Americans who com- 
peted, could not get inside the standard. 
The only man who came anywhere near

Britain’s Lead Reduced, 

Nevertheless, the Americans welcomed 
this win, as it reduced Great Britain's 
lead in the aggregate, and if second 
and third places were counted, it alone 
would bring the two countries to about 
equal terms. A great cheer, therefore, 


went up when the result wa sannounced. | 


This burst of enthusiasm was followed 
by a calm, during which the occupants 
of the stands where the Americans 
gather awaited the hoisting of the Stars 
and Stripes on the flagstaff in the cen- 
ter of the arena. Thehy waited, how- 
ever, in vain, as the bluejackets, to 
whom this duty had been assigned, had 
sought shelter from the downpour of 
rain which had made ths day’s sport a 
cheerless affair.

“He's here.”’ 

Mr. Elder went through the window of 
his room, up a fire escape, clambered 
through an office on the top floor, and, 
descending to the street, telephoned to 
Police Headquarters and then called up 


Mr. Proskey'’s place, leaving a message 
for him to hurry around. 

Out of the $1200 worth stolen from 
Mr. Proskey about $400 worth was re- 
covered. The prisoner admitted that he 
had robbed Proskey’s place. What loot 
Was not in the Milis Hotel, he said, had 
| been pawned and sold.

Dillon scoffs 
at the charge. 

At 11 p. m., Dillon, in plain clothes, 
boarded the Marcus avenue 
that plies between Easton avenue and 
Natural Bridge road now and then. l- 
lon trad been reading. about the simi- 
larity between a ride on a street car 
sandbox and an automobile spin, and 
just to try the sensation seated himself 
on the front platform. 

Stool Kicked Into Street. 

The car. was going hippety hop—that’s 
the way the Marcus avenue line always 
goes—just like a sea-going hack, and 
Dillion was beginning to think the sand- 
box stunt was more like an airship 
sail than an auto ride. me was trying 
to figure out whether he was in a bal- 
loon or on a circle swing, when the 
motorman’s stool caught his eye. 
“Who ever saw a stool like that on 
an automobile?” said Dillon, giving the 
thing a kick, and sending it into the 
street. 

Guy Luxford, the motorman, did not 
like Dillon’s action, and told him so. 

“Did you see me kick the _ stool?’ 
asked Dillon, imitating the tone of voice 
used by Mulvihill in cross-questioning 
saloonkeepers who have violated the 
Sunday law. 

“No, but I anow you kicked it, all 
right,’’ said Luxford. 

“You're a Har,’’ replied Dillon. 

“Don't you call me a liar,’’ said Lux- 
ford angrily. 

Short, Ugly Words A-Plenty. 

“I didn’t call you a liar,’’ said Dil- 
lon.

Luxford sent his right to the police- 
man’s jaw. Dillon stepped back and, 
drawing his revolver, fired three shots 
at the motorman, inflicting two wounds 
in his right leg. Lmxford fell to the 
platform and Dillon jumped from the 
car. 

Luxford was carried into the home of 
Albert Beard, 2810 Marcus avenue, where 
he was attended by Dr. Lloyd Simp- 
son. Sergt. George Shaw, with Patrol- 
men Archibald, Reilly and Robbins, 
hunted for Dillon and found him lying 
in a clump of weeds near a new build- 
ing at Marcus and St. Louis avenues, 
a block from the scene of the shooting. 
His revolver, which was in a holster 
bearing his name, was in the building. 
Sergt. Shaw reports that when he ar- 
rested Dillon the latter used even uglier 
language than he was accused of using 
toward Luxford. 

Suspended, Put in Cell. 

After being identified by Luxford, R. 
V. Keller, the conductor, and the latter's 
wife and Earl Reid, 4821 Easton ave- 
nue, who was a passenger on the car, 
Dillon was taken to the Deer Street 
Station. He was suspended on a charge 
of intoxication and insubordination and 
locked up on a charge of assault. 

Dillon, who lives with his family at 
4856 Greer avenue, was dismissed from 
the force for intoxication Sept. 16, 1884. 
He was reinstated in 1892 and since 
then has borne a good reputation. 


VIOLATION OF TRUST LAID

Suit Filed in Des Moines Involves

DES MOINES, July 16.—Illegal trans- 
actions, shady business deals and vio- 
lations of trusts were charged against 
the Supreme Lodge of the A. O. U. W.

a million dollars filed in the District 
Court here yesterday.

The Grand Lodge asks 
that the Supreme Lodge be ordered to 
pay the $63,966 in claims and that it be 
held accountable for the guarantee fund 
of $427,978.75. 


CARRIAGE AS ARMY TRANSPORT 


Gen. Barry Used a Stylish $700 


Victoria in Cuba. 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—It ts Comp- 
troller Robert J. Tracewell’s opinion 
that a $700 victoria is necessary for the 
transportation of the army and its sup- 
plies in Cuba, and accerdingly he has 
sustained the appeal of the Secretary 
of War from the decision of the audi- 
tor for the War Department, refusing 
to approve the bill. 

The victoria is being used by Gen. 
Barry, commander of the American 
forces in Cuba. Comptroller Tracewell 
decided that the General was not using 
the carriage for his own pleasure, but 
in the discharge of his official duties. 
The carriage, therefore, becomes a pro- 
per charge upon the appropriation for 
the transportation of the army and its 
supplies, and when Cuba is pacified the
